There was no one awake in the hospital. 
Logan, who seemed to be familiar with the 
place, piloted the reporter through a series 
of dusty, dingy corridors. They reached a 
court in the rear of the, building. Logan 
pointed. to a spot where the ground had 
deen newly broken. A large open garbage 

stood hear. 

„That's the grave,” said Logan, pointing 
to the mound of fresa earth. 

Logan took hold of an ron rod partly cov- 
ered with crushed bricks and sand. He 
pulled.

Man's Skeleton Disclosed, 

The reporter pulled with Logan. Soon 
the skull of a man appeared. Another pull 
brought the upper part of the almost naked 
skeleton. A little scraping disclosed a well 
developed skeleton from which most of the 
fiesh had been cut away. 

Logan said the body had been buried two 
weeks ago on orders from Dr. L. D. Rogers, 
superintendent of the hospital, when he be- 
lieved inspectors from the health department 
were going to pay a visit to the inatitution. 
The body had been used for dissecting and 
experimental purposes by the few students 
at the university division of the college-dis- 
pénsary-clinic-hospital. 

Logan and the reporter went through the 
building before the nurses had been awal- 
ened. Most of the windows are without 
screens. Flies that feed on the garbage in 
| the rear find practically no opposition in en- 
tering the rooms of the hospital. It is an es- 
tablished fact that flies carry germs. Young 
babies usually are ene to many kinds 
of germs. 

In one room, dark and 8 ventilated, 
were seats for the class of nurses who pay 
$100 for three months’ training in the alleged 
hospital. The reported rubbed his hand ac- 
cidentally on one of the seats. Black, heavy 
dust. stuck to the hand. The walls of the 
room were hidden by the dust. Rats chased 
each other across the floor. Dust lay thick 
on the tables of the chemical laboratory. A 
rancid odor from the rear of the building 
‘drifted through the combination medical col - 
lege and maternity hospital.

MOB TAKES A CITY; 
ANARCHY FOLLOWS 


Johannesburg Miners Stone 
Police, Fire Buildings, and 
Loot Shops, 


TWO KILLED IN ATTACK. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

JOHANNESBURG, July 4—Anarchy is 
rampant here tonight as a result of the 
development in the strike of the Rand min- 
ers. A large part of the city has been for 
several hours in the hands of a violent mob 
and fire and riot hold sway. The troops 
and police are not strong enough to keep 
order. Reinforcements have been called for. 

The trouble began this afternoon with an 
attempt to prevent a demonstration by strik- 
ing miners in the market square. 

The intention to hold the meeting became 
known and 4,000 Strikers had already ar- 
lived when the government, taking ad- 
vantage of an old Dutch law, forbade the 
meeting. This inflamed the strikers, who 
with thousands of sympathizers, got into 
the square in defiance of the prohibition and 
Speeches were begun. 


Troops Stoned in Fight. 

Hundreds of mounted and unmounted po- 
lice and a force of dragoons under Gen. 
O’Brien ordered the meéting to disperse. 
They were met with volleys of stones and 
bottles. The mounted men then charged, 
and, though several saddles were emptied 
with stones, the crowd was pushed back. 

The mob gathered again and attacked the 
police and soldiers, whereupon the dragoons 
charged with their swords, using the flat 
side. Many persons were hurt and one man 
was trampled upon and is reported to have 
been killed. 

Several of the police and troopers were 
taken to the hospitals suffering from stone 
wounds. 


Mob Spreads Over City. 

The mob then avoided the troops and spread 
into the surrounding streets. Some of them 
compelled the tramwaymen to leave their 
cars. Others attacked the offices of the main 
mine and battered them in. Three police- 
men, who were guarding the offices, were

The rioters then rushed to the rafiroad 
freight yards, where they forced the engi- 
neers to leave their engines and put out the

JOVIAL SUPPER BROKEN UP. 


Reported Millionaire Was Knocked 


Minneapolis Hotel. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 4,—[{Special, }— 
The father-in-law of Charles G. Gates, mil. 
lionaire stock broker and former Chicagoan, 
interrupted a jovial supper party at which 
Gates was the reigning spirit late last night. 

According to eyewitnesses papa-in-lew's 
“interruption” of the merriment took an 
aggressive form. It is reported he knocked 
Gates down, “cuffed” him, and then 
dragged him by the arms out of a downtown 
hotel café. 

Gates’ father-in-law is Frank P. Hop- 
wood, connected with a grain brokerage 
house here. 

When the principal heir of the John W. 
Gates millions entered the café, hé was ac- 
companied by Leonard Allen, manager of 
Charles E. Lewis & Co., grain brokers. 
Gates went over to some tables where mem- 
bers of Greeters of America were dining 
and offered to buy them a drink. 

“Go on; get out,” several said, not recog- 
nizing him. | He insisted, bought a round of 
drinks then returned to his own table. Some 
one phoned his father-in-law of his actions. 

Mr. Hopwood ‘and his son Warren entered 
the hotel and Gates went to meet them. 
Gates’ father-in-law, according to witnesses, 
gwung on him and knocked him down.

POLICE FIGHT IN SURF. 


Newport, R. I., July ( —Ten thousand peo- 
ple, men and women, saw a riot on Newport 
beach tonight, when a negro, fleeing from a 
sailor he had stabbed in the back, shot and 
killed a 14 year old boy. 

For nearly an hour police reserves battled 
with the mob, which was determined to get 
possession of the negro. Only by carrying 
him into the surf and holding him in the 
water up to his neck, beyond the reach of the 
crowd, did the police succeed in retaining 
him, 


sents Jostling by Negro. 

The trouble started when Ernest Rabu and 
Lloyd Maloney, ordinary seamen from the 
naval training station, were jostied in the 
crowd on the beach. Maloney says he had 
turned to expostulate, when Bradley Smith, 
20 years of age, colored, is said to have 
struck him. In the fight that followed Smith 
is alleged to have stabbed Rabu. 

With the two sailors in pursuit Smith start- 
ed down the beach. The police say he drew 
a revolver and began to shoot at his pur 
suers. William Egan, 14 years of age, 
dropped with a bullet in his right eye. 

The boy was hurried to the Newport hos- 
pital, but died on the way. Smith was 
knocked down and captured, but before the 
patrol wagon could reach the scene he was 
surrounded by a mob and cries of “ lynch 
him arose. 

Huge Mob Storms Police. 

The police got their prisoner into the surf 
and after holding off the mob there for @ 
time rushed him into a small office building. 

In an Instant the mob had started to pull 
the building to pleces. Windows were beaten 
in, blinds ripped off, and some of the crowd 
forced thelr way into the room where the 
prisoner was held. A midshipman from one 
of the battlestips trying to hold back a 
crowd of sailors wus knocked down and 
trampled. 

The patrol wagon arrived and while some 
of the police held off ‘he crowd the prisoner 
was placed in the vehicle and taken to the 
police station.

This body will have authority to retain 
efficient and unprejudiced counsel to direct 
the investigation and will have unlimited 
funde for unearthing corroborative evidence 
and facts hitherto undisclosed.

and whether such a lobby existed during 
previous congresses for the purpose of im - 
fiuencing financial legislation. 

Whether stock exchanges and large 
speculative interests have ee 
improper methods to modify 
intended to break up interlocking direot- 
orates and the domination of credit 
known as the money trust. 

Whether improper influences heve been 
or are being exerted in connection with 
legislation to conserve the water power, 
mineral, timber, and other natural 
sources of the nation.

Gettysburg, Pa., July 4.—[Special.]—Before 
10,000 _persuns—veterans, governors, staff 
‘Officers, and others—President Wilson, the 
dominant figure in the closing day. of the 
Gettysburg semi-centennial eblebratton, to- 
day declared the batttes of a half century 
ago laid the foundation for an enduring 
battle, in which the welfare of the nation’s 
‘people is the stake. 

“Are our forces disorganized, without 
constituted leaders, and the might of men | 
consciously united because we contend not 
with armies, but with principalities and 
powers and wickedness in high places? he 
asked. 

He called for the united: army to carry on 
this struggle for a government which is to 
Serve men, not masters. 


Goes to Camp with Gov. Tener. 
The president came into Gettysburg 
shortly before 11 o'clock from Baltimore. 
Through the narrow, crooked streets of this 
War famed country town he motored out 
to camp with Gov. Tener of Pennsylvania 
and Representative Palmer of Pennsylvania 
by his side. 
At the entrance of the big tent the presi- 
dent paused for a moment to let the camera 
battery pop away as he stood with head un- 
covered between a veteran from either army. 
Hie entrance to the tent to the strains of 
“Hail to the Chief” brought the crowd, 
which those who estimate say numbered 
10,000, quickly from their chairs with a cheer. 
The speakers’ platform was filled with the 
staff officers of governors, with men in con- 
federate gray and a few in blue, with women 
in gay dresses, aſſd the president in his black 
frock coat was a quiet figure.

OL. SIR PERCY. GIROUARD'S recent 
visit to Canada seems destined to pave 
the way for the dominian becoming a 
great center of the construction of 
men-of-war, both. for the British em- 

pire and for foreign powers. 

Sir Percy, who about a couple of years 

ago resigned the lucrative and important 

governorship of British East Africa and his 
commission in the army as colonel of the 

Royal Engineers in order to become a partner 

and active director of the great shipbuild- 

ing firm of Armstrong, Whitworth & Co. of 

Elswick, came over here at about Easter 

time under the pretext of visiting his rela- 

tives in Canada, where he was born. ? 

He, however, turned his stay to good ac- 

count. He has secured for the Armstrong 

concern a tract of some 280 acres on the south 
bank of the St. Lawrence, opposite Montreal, 
near St. Lambert. Works are immediately 
to be erected, the necessary plant brought 
from England., and it is expected that by this 
time next year the works will be in operation. 

By the second year, it is believed, there will 

be employment for at least 4,000 men. 

Other English shipbuilding interests Bave 

been led by the Armstrong example to move 

likewise towards establishing branch works 
on-the St. Lawrence river, the idea being that 

Canada will in future ‘build its own steam- 

boats and also all the warships of which 2 

dominiom may stand in need. 

It is astonishi this piece of enter- 

prise on the part of the Armstrongs should 

not have excited a greater amount of atten- 
tion in the United States. The Armstrongs 
are, next to the Krupps at Essen, perhaps 
the greatest ordnance and warship construc- 
tion concern in the world, and, on the St. 

Lawrence, they will have many advantages 

and facilities’ which they do not enjoy at 

Elswick.

Sir Percy has had an extraordinarily bril- 
lant career. Born on this side of the Atlan- 
‘tie, a @on of Justice Desire Girouard of the 
Supreme court of Canada, and a lineal de- 
scendant of Antoine Girouard, secretary to 
that Comte de Rumésay who was governor of 
French Canada in 1700, he received his mili- 
tary education at the Royal Military acad- 
emy At Kingston. 
He was for a time employed on the engineer- 
ing staff of the Canadian Pacific railroad, 
where he obtained a practical knowledge of 
railroad engineering which proved of value 
to him when later on he joined,the British 
army, that being the one branch of all oth- 
ers in which the corps of Royal Engineers, to 
which he was attached, was deficient. 
In turn traffic manager of the railroad be- 
longing to the immense royal arsenal at 
Woolwieh, organizer and constructor of the 
1,000. miles of: railroad on the Nile, by means 
of which Lord Kitchener was able to reach 
Khartoum and reconquer the Soudan; presi- 
dent of the Egyptian state railroads and tele- 
graphs, in charge of all the railroad trans- 
portation and construction in South Africa 
during the Boer war, he quickly won his way 
up from. a Meutenancy to a colonelcy in the 
army and a knighthood with a star and cross 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 
in Africa he fell in love with the 


daughter of Sir Richard Solomon, the wealthy 


legal adviser of the een edmipistra- 
tion, and married her. 

After that he was governor and comman- 
der-in-chief of the vast African empire 
known as British Nigeria, where he greatly 
developed the resources of that dependency 
by means of the construction of railroads, - 
and after that was governor and comimander- 
in-chief of British East Africa until he re- 
signed, on the invitation of the Armstrongs.

At the time when he was first azette 
insolvent, last winter, he believed thas mee 
no assets. But the suit for libel which he 
brought against Arthur Ransome, the author 
of Oscar Wilde’s latest biography, and which 
he lost, served to reveal to him the unsuspect- 
ed existence of certain unpublished Wilde 
manuscripts, written during his imprison- 
ment in Reading jail. These manuscripts 
were in the form of long letters addressed 
by Oscar Wilde to Lord Alfred Douglas and 
which the latter had never received. 

The literary executors of Oscar Wilde, 
finding these letters among the dead man’s 
papers, had taken it upon themselves to con- 
fide them to the British museum library, 
where they have been ever since. 

The highest legal authorities are, however, 


of the opinion that, being in the form of let- 


ters addressed to Lord Alfred Douglas, the 
manuscripts in question are his property and 
that the British museum must, therefore, 
eurrender them to him. 2 

The value of these manuseripts has already 
been estimated by experts at $25,000. In fact, 
I understand that Lord Alfred has already 
received an offer of this amount for the let- 
ters. 

He will, W be able to pay off his 
creditors in full and will be a few thousand 
dollars to the good. 

Moreover, Lady Alfred Douglas has an 
annuity of $6,000 a year settled upon her, and 
this is to continue to her husband in the event 
of her death before passing to their child. 

Besides this, he himself receives a volun- 
tary allowance of $2,000 a year from his moth- 
er. So he is not badly off, and is in à posi- 
tion to keep the wolf from the door. 

— 

Although Princess Henry of Battenberg, 
youngest sister of Edward VII., has sold all 
the landed. property on the Isle of Wight 
which she inherited from her mother, Queen 
Victoria, King George has permitted his 
aunt to retain the title of governor of the Isle 
of Wight, but has now appointed Lord Ten- 
nyson to fulfill the duties of the office—analo- 
gous to those of lord lieutenant of counties 
on the mainland—with the title of deputy 
governor. 

Lords lieutenants are always required to 
own property in the county in which they fig- 
ure as the priricipal representative of the 
crown, and if they happen to dispose of thei: | 
property in that particular county they are 
expected to surrender office. N. 

It is therefore in keeping with custom and 
precedent that Lord Tennyson, who owns the 
considerable estate of Farringford, on the 
Isle of Wight (that Farringford which has 
been the bourne of pilgrimage of so many 
admirers of his father, the poet) should be- 
come the chief representative of his sovereign 
on the island in the place of Princess Henry 
of Battenberg, who has ceased to be a land 
owner there. 

—>- 

The present Lord Tennyson was his fa- 
ther‘s private secretary and biographer; in- 
herited his peerage, and afterwards was gov- 
ernor of South Australia and governor gen- 
eral of the Australian commonwealth. 

He is a poet of no mean order himself, and 
is a frequent contributor to magazines and 
reviews, besides being president of the royal 
literary fund and of the Folk Songs society. 

There is really only one time of the year 
when Lord Tennyson will come into the lime- 
light, as de facto governor of the Isle of 
Wight, that is to say, during the week or 


when he will have to be in attendance on 
King George and Queen Mary during their

Anderson Shows Form Reversal. 
It was as complete a reversal ot form, judged 


by Anderson’s recent fight with Joe Mandot, 
as was ever witnesbed on a crooked racetrack. Not 
once did Anderson work his fearfyl right body 
smash to Cross’ anatomy. Oross blocked him in 
the first round. and this seemed to discourage 
Bud. He tried it again im the second, failed, and 
looked at his manager with a wan face. From 
the second on it was simply a matter of just how 
much punishmént the northern, cow milker could 
assinfilate. Anderson did not get one round. He 
broke even, if one doesn’t e ameéruch for the truth, 
in two rounds. . 

Time and again Cross feinted and Anderson fell 
for it to get a fearful wallop either in the jaw 
or the stomach.

Seventy Ton Rock Marks Fort. 


Niles, Mich., July 4.—[Special.]—A seventy 
ton rock, inscribed for a monument, was dedi/ 
cated here today'to mark the site of old Fort 
St. Joseph by Fort St. Joseph’s Historical so- 
ciety. The rock was found near where the fort 
stood. 

Fort St. Joseph is the only one of the middle 
west outposts of Indian days to have been 
held by four different nations.

The first explorers in this county were La

when the Marie Celeste failed to respond to sig- 


nals, boarded it. It was found ‘to be deserted. 


Everything was in order. 80 far as a careful 
examination revealed, nothing was missing from 
its outfit by the ship’s chronometer. . 

The evidences of previous occupancy were 
eloquent of hasty and unpremeditated departure. 
On a sewing machine in the cabin was the 
sleeve of a garment, with the needle halted half 
way in the seam. In the galley the crew's 
breakfast was in the pans, cooked but untasted. 
That there had been no storms was shown by 
the fact that a spool of cotton thread stood on 
the edge of the sewing machine, and there also 
lay a thimble on its side. A half finished break- 
fast for four was-on the table. A bottle of 
cough’ medicine, the only ‘thing missing from 
the medicine chest, was found on the dining 
table, probably at the place where the captain's 
wife had sat. 

‘The last entry in the log book was made 
fifty-six hours before the Dei Gratia sighted 
the Marie Celeste. It gave merely the latitude 
and longitude, with the addition, “slight wind 
from the southwest.” Aeross the sheets over 
the forecastle hung the Sailors’ ynderclothing, 
evidently washed on the morning the vessel's 
abandonment. The lifeboats were in their 
places, there was no blood on the deck, and 
the cargo was intact. 5 ~ 

At Gibraltar, whither the Marie Celeste was 
towed, its owners claimed it. Its later career 
was'tempestuous. There was continual trouble 


in getting sailors to sign aboard what their gu-

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.Prehistori¢ Encampment. . 

By the purchase of Maiden castle, near Dor- 
chester, through the duchy of Cérnwall, the king 
of England has saved from neglect and possible 
destruction one of the most perfect prehistoric 
encampments in Great Britain, the rival ef 
Stonehenge in age and interest. 

The fortifications were erected by a race who 
existed long before the days of historical rec- 
ords and who gave it the name of Mai Dun, or 
Hill of Strength. 

Maiden castle is an intrenched hill rather 
than a castle, for on the north side these pre- 
historic builders raised three great ramparts 
sixty feet high, with deep ditches intervening,” 
and similar ramparts were cunningly arranged 
to age: each other, on the other sides of the 
hil 

The only entrances are by winding paths, 

which form mazes among the ramparts and 
which lead tothe top of the hill, where a great 
dew pond was built, in which, by an ingenious 
feat of engineering known to the prehistoric 
people, it was possible to collect quantities of 
water for the animals and inhabitants of the 
hill. 
On the plain at the top, which covers 126 
acres, the neolithic man could leave his cattle 
absolutely secure from attack by wolves or by 
human enemies. 

The Romans occupied the fortress in later 
years and strengthened it with stonework, but 
the triumph of having created this gigantic in- 
trenchment belongs to the engineers of the for- 
gotten Celtic tribes.
